8. A bombing practica round was located northwest of LISNAYA. 
A fo mation of from three to six IL-2s coming fron the 
northwest apnroached the LLSNAYA area tuo or three tines 
a week at an altitude of about 2,500 feet. After circlinz 
over the viciulty of LESWAYA, the formation broke up, indivie 
dual planes performin: low-level attacks at the bombing 
practice srounc, releasing: their boinbs, anc eclixbing avzain. 
The cetonation of bombs was shortly héard. ‘Le aircraft 
returnec in formation from the same direction. Ib was 
observed that the aircraft hac a twoeman crew, several machine 
gun barrels projecting froz the Wines, and bulres under the 
wins. A bomb-shapeG metal body was suspendad fro: the 
fuselare. . th's tyre was not cbserved at the BARANOVICHI 
alrfield.
